‘TOO RAPIDLY. 


| An Increase in the Death-rate from 
Nervous Diseases of Nine Per

x TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMBs.) 

CHICAGO, Aug. 15.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Dr. Frank Reilly of the Chicago 
Board of Health has found that Chi- 
cagoans are living at too rapid a gait. 
They do not get enough rest, and they, 
as a rule, work too, many hours a day, 
Nervous diseases are predominating in 
the mortality lists. Within the last de- 
cade the death rate has increased 80 
per cent, in cases ‘where the mortality 
was caused by one form or another of 
nervous disease, and 36 per cent. in 
cases of heart disease. The. doctor, 
commenting upon this subject, 
a reporter today: ie 

“There is more disease of the heart 
and nerves among the people of Chi- 
cago than we really know of. The bi- 
cycle is getting in its work in this re- 
spect, and ‘scorching’ is bound to in- 
crease the death rate to a remarkable 
extent, for there is not the least doubt 
that nervous diseases are already be- 
ing influenced by speeding’ work on 
wheels, ‘Scorching’ on a bicycle is just 
about the same as the strain upon an 
oarsman in a boatrace, Then there is 
a tremendous nervous strain upon rid- 
ers who go through crowded downtown 
districts. They are compelled to dodge 
wagons, pedestrians and cable cars. 
Their eyes and ears must be alert, and 
they are subjected. to constant nervous 
tension, which they little realize, 

“Life is at too high a tension in Chi. 
cago. There cannot be the least doubt 
but that the Board of Trade plays an 
important part in the death roll, de-

IT TAKES OVER TWO MILLION TO 
PURCHASE IT. 


C. P. Huntington’s Magnificent Pile 
at Fifth Avenue and Fifty-sev- 
enth Street—A Triumph of Amer- 
jean Architecture and Art. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) C. P. Huntington is looking for 
a purchaser for his magnificent palace 
at Fifth avenue and Fifty-seventh 
street, and if he finds one, the million 
aire’s winters will be spent hereafter in 
California, for he has admitted that 
that equable climate is a vast sight 
more. to his liking than the rigorous 
winters that New Yorkers are bound to 
suffer. Huntington said today: My 
European trip was a delightful one, and 
‘I. have returned fully recuperated. I 
‘am going straight to my country place 
at Throge’s Neck. My new house in 
New York for sale. I have had sey- 
eral offers for it. The house will go for 
just what it cost me—no less. A prom- 
inent New Yorker, who has plenty of 
money, has spoken to me about the 
house, but we have reached no agree- 
ment.“ 

Huntington has ordered the house to 
be finished next November. The palace 
was, in the days when it was being de- 
signed, Huntington's hobby. He knows 
almost as much about architecture as 
he does about railroads. His ideas 
in every detail. Of one 
thing he was very proud.. While on the 
opposite corner, Cornelius Vanderbilt 
was building a French house, Hunting- 
ton put only American work and mate- 
rial into his pile, and some of the finest 
American workmanship in existence is 
there. It has cost already $2,000,000. 

One of the remarkable features of the 
Huntington house is the marble plurge 
which is in the basement and extends 
far out under the avenue. The grand 
staircase cost more than any staircase 
in any other American private house. 
It is of marble and onyx. On the cor- 
ner is the Louis XV. grand salon. Next 
to that is what to Huntington is the 
room of all rooms in the mansion. It is 
his library. The main ‘hall is also a 
picture gallery, and Huntington has 
a fine collection of pictures, to which 
he made several important additions 
while in Europe. Magnificent iron gates 
give entrance to the porte cochere. The 
driveway passes under galleries con- 
necting the great hall with the cast 
room, which is the largest apartment 
in the house. Its decorations are be- 
ing done by New York. artists, and it 
will be one of the notable ballrooms in 
the city when completed, 


An Editor Banished. 


GUTHRIE (Okla.,) Aug. 15.—The 
Wah-Shah-She News, published at Pa- 
whuaka, Osage Nation, was suppressed 
today by Col. H. B. Freeman, acting 
agent of the Osage Nation, and its 
editor, J. F. Palmer, was banished 
from the Nation.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—The silver 
Democrats continued their conference 
at Metropolitan Hall today. The Com- 
mittee on Resolutions and Programme 
being unable to report when the meet- 


ran, editor of the St. Joseph Gazette, 
addressed the conference. 
He said it seemed anomalous that 
such a meeting as the present should be 
called, for he knew of no doctrine of 
the party not in consonance with the 
purposes of this conference. He said 
that Congress was the#place to look for 
a declaration of belief and he declared 
that gold monometallism would be more 
disastrous than war, pestilence and 
famine. It was important to settle first 
what was Republicanism, and what 
Democracy; whether such men as ex- 
Senator Thurman and Senator Harris 
or Senator Sherman were to be leaders 
of the Democracy. He declared that 
silver agitation: would continue un- 
til the end for which it originated should 
be attained. Cochran also declared 
against the perpetuation of national 
banks, whose tyranny, he said, was the 
greatest that any people would bear. 

Representative Neal of Arkansas an- 
nounced his entire sympathy with the 
object of the conference. He wanted to 
see free coinage of silver provided for 
at the next session, regardless of the po- 
sition of the distinguished citizen at the 
other end of the avenue, which posi- 
tion was loudly applauded. He declared 
that the Democratic party had no show 
in the next campaign’ it there was not 
declaration for silver. | 
| Eix-Represen ve Fithian of Illinois 
denied that the free-silver sentiment 
was dying out in that State. He said 
that all Democratic farmers and 90 per 
cent. of the Democratic business men 
of that State were silver men. He de- 
elared that he had been defeated last 
election, not decause of his position on 
silver, but because he had to bear the 
odium of the administration, which was 
not Democratic. (Applause.) 

Representative Livingstone of Geor- 
gia said that the time had come for an- 
other Declaration of Independence. It 
is the purpose of the country from 
which I come,” he said, to prosecute 
the fight with coat off and sleeves rolled 
up and not desist until the end.“ Geor- 
gia was determined that the issuance of 
bonds should not continue.

Speeches were also made by Senator 
Call, A. A. Lipscombe of Washington, 
J. M. Hill of Missouri, Representatives 
Jones of Virginia and Lockhart of 
North Carolina and Mr. Bodeen of Mis- 
souri. 

Hill criticised Cleveland’s adminis- 
tration in severe terms, saying that he 
betrayed the Democratic party by a 
series of acts of perfidity and treachery 
which were without parellel, one of the 
principal of which consisted in his ig- 
noring the bimetallic declaration of 
the last Democratic platform. He de- 
clarcd that there had been a bargain 
and sale by which the people of the 
United States had been turned over 
to the Jews of Europe and the gamblers 
of Wall street, the result of which 
would be that their children and grand- 
children would become hewers of wood 
and drawers of water. The bond trans- 
action has been enough to consign 
Grover Cleveland and John G. Carlisle 
to everlasting political oblivion and 
shame. They would “go down the ages 
hand in hand amid the execrations of 
mankind as the two most stupendous 
frauds of the century.”

A Ten-thousand-dollar Bondholder 
Procures a Restraining Order : 
to Stop the Sale. Y 


‘Attempt to Fire a School Teacher—

Recommendations Were Prepared 
Yesterday by the Council Sewer 
Committee—The City Hall 

Plumbing. 


The Sewer Committee of the Council, 
after discussion yesterday of the: 
Health Officer’s report upon the de- 
fective plumbing in the City Hall, de- 
ferred action upon the same for one 
week. No other official meetings were 
held in the City Hall.

THE SOCIAL EVIL. 


The Ministers and Police Commis- 
sion in Opposition, 

The Times on Wednesday last pub- 

lished interviews with the newly-elect- 


ed members of the Police Commission 


of the city, in which the views of these 
officials, relative to the proper disposi- 
tion to be made of the social evil in 
Los Angeles, were given with great 
perspicuity and without embellish- 


men of any suit. In addition to the in- 


terviews secured, the statement was 
obtained from a prominent municipal 
officer, who is in a position to know 
whereof he speaks, that the new Police 
Commission was elected with the dis- 
tinct understanding that no radical 
measures would be insisted’ upon by 
the treatment accorded the women on 
Alameda street. This statement and 
the accompanying interviews, created 
a distinct sensation, not alone within 
the precincts of the City Hall, but 
among the various clergymen of the 
city who had evidently been indulg- 


ing the hope that the new commission 


Was one made to order for the express 
purpose of carrying out the Council’s 


supposed wishes in the Alameda-street 


proposition, and incidentally, of help- 
ing the Ministerial Union in its good 
work of suppressing and exterminat- 


public vice. 


_While a large number of the local 
clergymen are absent from the city, 
upon their annual vacations, a suffi- 
cient number remain to constitute a 
fair representaton of the whole. Sev- 
eral of those who had interested them- 
selves in the all-absorbing question of 
the social-evil difficulty, and who have 
wrestled in the past with the Council 
and the commission over the matter, 
Were seen yesterday and questioned by 
a Times reporter concerning the future 
plans of the Ministerial Union with 
reference to a revival of the agitation 
upon the subject, and also with regard 
to their individual views upon the same 


pic. 

Rev. F. M. Larkin of the Central-eve- 
nue Methodist Episcopal Church, was 
seen at his home on Grand avenue 
Where he talked very freely with the 
reporter upon the interesting topic. Mr. 

kin is a comparatively young man, 
and he has taken a deep interest in the 
purification of this pool of filth, sur- 
named the social evil, and in season 
and out, has proclaimed his unrelent- 
ing enmity to the thing. In his pulpit 
last Sunday he delivered a sermon on 
the subject, and in which the derelict 
officials who stand at the head of the 
city government were scored without 
mercy. “The trouble with the Mayor 
of this city,” said the minister to the 
reporter, “is that he mistakes the na- 
ture and duties of his office. His is 
not a legislative but an executive ap- 
pointment, and when he is reported as 
saying that until he is able to see, 
satisfactorily to himself, what the re- 
sult of moving these women from Ala- 
meda street will be, he arrogates to 
himself power which does not belong to 
him. It is his business—it is the busi- 
néss of the Police Commission, to en- 


force the law, and not to cogitate as 


the result of such enforcement 


may But,” said the preacher, 


wearily, “if what is said of the new 
commissioners is true, and if they were 
elected upon the understanding which 
it is declared they were, we can hardly 
for anything from them. We'll 
have to wait, I’m afraid, until the 
next election and make the issue 
bawdy-houses or no bawdy-houses, 
hag ll see who'll win on that propo- 
“Mr. Larkin,” queried the inquisitive 
reporter, “if you could give an order 
to the police force of the city tomorrow 
upon this subject, and knew that it 
would be implicitly, obeyed, what 
would be the nature of your order?” 
Ah!“ replied the clergyman, that's 
none of my business to recommend how 
this thing shall be handled. We sim- 
ply call the attention of the proper 
authorities to this matter, and leave 
them to enforce the existing laws. If 
I were to tell Chief Glass that robbers 
were infesting my neighborhood, he 
would not say, ‘Mr. Larkin, what would 


- you recommend me to do in the mat- 


ter?’ No; he would proceed to enforce 
the law dealing with the case. Tet 
him and let the commission do the 
same thing with this social evil, which 
as a public institution can be sup- 
pre and done away with.” This 
and much more the minister told to 
the reporter. Mr. Larkin is of the 
opinion that the question will be raised 
for discussion at the next meeting of 
the Ministerial Union on Monday. 

r. J. W. Campbell, pastor of the 
First Methodist Episcopal Church, 
took a very moderate view of the mat- 
ter, when questioned concerning his 
attitude upon the social evil question. 
Dr. Campbell, of course, favors the 
complete extermination of the evil, but 
recognizing that as impossible, be- 
Heves in so regulating the business as 
to give it the utmost publicity. The 
more public the thoroughfare, the bet- 
ter,” said the doctor. Put electric 
lights before the houses, and make it 
3 for the police to keep a per- 
ect surveillance over the entire busi- 
ness. Dr. Campbell also stated that 


the root of the difficulty lies in the 


nature of the men who frequent these 
resorts, and expressed himself in favor 
of treatment upon this class of citi- 
zen, which would invariably act as a 
perfect remedy. The treatment can be 
better explained in private than in 


public.

Action Deferred Upon the City Hal) 

Pilambing. 

The Council Sewer Committee met 
yesterday and considered the question 
of the defective plumbing in the City

The matter was deemed of such impor- 
tance that action upon it was deferred 
for one week, so that the question may 
receive the careful consideration which 
it undoubtedly deserves.

“In the matter of proposals to sewer 
Elmyra street, we recommend the bid 
‘of J. E. White, for 93 cents per lineal 
foot for the sewer complete, be ac- 
cepted, and the resolution of award 
adopted.

THE COURTS. 


Railway Sale Prevented by a 
Restraining Order. 

The summer quiet of the Courthouse 
was disturbed yesterday by a most un- 
usual excitement about noon, the time 
set for selling at public auction all the 
lands, premises and property, including 
the railroad and running stock of the 
Los Angeles Consolidated Electric 
Railway Company. ’ 

Everything was ready for thé sale to 
proceed in due order; quite a number of 
capitalists and their representatives 
were present, including Capt. Payson, 
manager of the Pacific Rolling Mill of 
San Francisco, Thomas Brown, cashier 
‘of the Bank of California, also of San 
Francisco; Messrs. Allen & Campbell 
of San Francisco; Lovell White, cash- 
der of the San Francisco Savings Union; 
Judge Bicknell, attorney and director 
for the road; W. H. Holabird of the 
‘Chino Sugar Refinery; F. W. Wood, 
manager of the Consolidated Blectric 
‘system; E. P. Pond of San Francisco, 
and H. S. Dorn of this city, the trus- 
tees of the road, and many others; the 
auctioneer, Thomas B. Clark, stood 
ready to knock down the property to 
the highest bidder, and many spec- 
tators had gathered to see the sale, 
when George H. Smith, the attorney 
for D. R. Brearley, appeared with a re- 
straining order signed by Judge Clark, 
and the proceedings were summarily 
brought to a 

The complaint filed by Mr. Brearley, 
who is a stockholder in the company 
to the amount of $10,000, and who acts 
in his own behalf and that of all other 
bondholders who care to join him, 
states the existing condition of things, 
‘and the causes which led up to the at- 
‘tempted sale. 28 
It showed that, prior to March 16, 
1892, the corporation passed a résolu- 
‘tion providing for the issue of 3000 
‘bonds at the face value of $1000 each, 
dated March 16, 1892, and payable 
March 16, 1922, at the Bank of Cali- 
fornia in San Francisco, with interest 
at 6 per cent. per annum, payable semi- 
annually on March 16, and September 
16, upon presentation and surrender of 
the interest coupons annexed to the 
bonds. In order to secure the payment 
of the principal and interest of the 
bonds, a mortgage or deed of trust to 
John McKee and D. S. Dorn, as trus- 
tees, was also executed and duly de- 
livered to the trustees. 

The full nuniber of bonds issued to 


Street 


‘bona fide holders in consideration of 


value received, amounted to $3,000,000, 
and are still outstanding. No part of 
these has ever been paid, and there is 
due on them the entire amount of the 
principal, and interest from March 16, 


The deed of trust provided that, 
should the interest remain unpaid for 
more than six months the owners and 
holders of more than one-third of the 
bonds issued by the corporation, might 
give notice to the trustees of such de- 
mand and default, and require them to 
declare all the bonds issued by the cor- 
poration to be immediately due and 
payable, and to notify the corporation 
of such declaration. 

Under this provision, and upon the 
default made in the payment of inter 
est due on September 16, 1894, the own- 
ers of bonds to the value of $1,000,000 
gave notice to the trustees of the de- 
mand and default, and the principal of 
= bonds was accordingly declared 
A weekly notice from July 1 to Au- 
gust 15, was published in the San 
Francisco Post and the Los Angeles 
Herald, advertising the salé at public 
auction, by the trustees of all the stock 
and property of the corporation, to the 
highest bidder. 

It is now alleged that the bondhold- 
ers referred to have made an agree- 
ment among themselves and with the 
holders of the majority of stock in the 
corporation, to buy the property at the 
sale, at less than one-third its value, 
and to hold it for their own use and 
benefit, thus foreclosing the interest of 
the other bondholders. In pursuance 
of this design, the notice of the sale 
was published in the papers mentioned. 

Mr. Brearley contends that the notice 

given by the trustees was entirely in- 
sufficient to secure a fair sale of the 
property, as it is a well-known fact 
that neither in San Francisco nor Los 
Angeles is it practicable to find pur- 
chasers for property of such value, It 
was the plain duty of the trustees to 
have advertised: the sale in the large 
money centers of the country, such as 
New York and other large eastern 
cities, and to have made every possible 
effort to secure purchasers who would 
be likely to bid high. 
“Thtentional neglect is not charged to 
the trustees, but Mr. Brearley asserts 
that proper measures to effect a fair 
gale were not taken, and that a just 
prejudice exists among investors 
against purchasing property at a trus- 
tees’ sale not made under decree of 
the court, as such a purchase might re- 
sult in a cloud upon the title. 

It was further provided in the deed 
of trust that 15 per cent. of the net 
earnings of the road should be paid 
to the trustees for the purpose of ap- 

lying it to the interest on the bonds, 

hether or not this has been done is 
not known, but with the large and 
profitable business of the road, these 
sums might easily have been collected 
and one ed to meet the interest due.

CAHUENGA VALLEY. 

HOLLYWOOD, Aug. 15.—(Regular 
Correspondence.) There is much: talk. 
these days about forming a lemon as- 
sociation for this valley. It is a propo- 
sition to take time by the forelock and 
to be ready for operations a year or 
two hence, as only a few of the lemon 
orchards planted in this township are 
yet in bearing. Much the larger quan- 
tity were set out only a year ago, but 
even some of these have a little fruit 
on them. Those that were planted two 
years ago are bearing in quantities to 
justify the gathering, and trees over 
two years old are doing yery well, and 
will prove fairly remunerative. It 
will be seen from this that the lemon 
produces earlier than any other fruit 
tree, at least in this valley. Whether 
the same is the case in other localities 
the writer is not advised. 

The object of the said proposed as- 
sociation is to have the. entire 
handled and disposed of through one 
agency, which will look to the matter 
of grading, packing and marketing the 
crop. In that manner, it is believed, 
the reputation of the fruit in this lo- 
cality can be kept up to a high stand- 
ard, It has already been shown that 
the lemon of this valley is of the very 
best quality found in any market, and 
if its reputation should not be inter- 
fered with by the shipment of bad lots, 
ned growers can be assured of good 
prices.
